Moacow, May 16. — ^Thia old town is 
rapidly filling up with vieitors from all 

parts of tlift world to the ceremonies at- 
tending the coronation of the Czar and 
Czarina, whicli will extend overa puriod 
of three weeks, buginiiiiig, according to 
the jirot;nininie, with the arrival of tlieir 
majesties at Petrovski palace, outside 
thiaclty, on Monday, and ooncludiii}; 
'witli thoirdeparturo for iSt. TeterHbtirf;. 
The streets are tilled with people of all 
nationalities, tiiid witli delef^atioiis from 
allj)artsof fiusBia, Tlio weatlier up to 
llic present luia been a little too ebld to 
lie pU uBant, but a change is expected bo- 
liji e tlie felca begin. A iiueation has 
arisen re^'arding the precedence of Prince 
Henry of Prussia, representing ICmporor 
William of Germany, and the Duke of 
ContiauKht, representing Queen Vic- 
toria, .It baa been settled in favor of 
the latter. 

Ajdecree has been promulgated pro- 
hibitiiie, during the fetes, riding on 
horseback or on bicycles in the streets, 
or boating on the river. Tliis step is 
taken in view of the imtnenso crowds of 
people expected here. The Petrovski 
jialiice, where llieir majesties are e.x- 
peoted on Moiidity, is the summer palace 
of Moscon% and is three or four uiilea 
fron^ here on the St. Petersburg road, 
The-Cziir's birthday falls on Monday, 
aiidjwill be celebrated at Petrovski jial- 
aee,!where their inujeslies will remain 
tin',.il Tuesday. 

The coronation always takes place in 
ilie ;;uLlie(irul of the Assumption, whicli 
is the most sacred place in all the Rus- 
sian doLniniouB. On the afternoon be- 
fore the coronation the Emperor and 
Empress ahviiys attend divine service 
and perform behind the golden grating 
of the nlirine of the Redeemer certain 
devotional duties which are considered 
iiidiHpensable for tlie morrow's sacred 
rite of coronation, The church of the 
.■Vsh?ninption in no way corresnonds with 
the nceeptetl iilea of a cathedral. It is a 
biiikling of quiulrangular shape, but the 
separation ol the high altar by a parti- 
tion, raiiibowed with ecclesiastical paint- 
ings and blazing with work of beaten 
gold, makcH tlie auditorium or nave al- 
most exactly square. 

The pillars, the 'walls, the roof and 
lofty dome are covered with plates of 
gold and glorious colors. There is not a 
single inch around or above which is not 
coated with pret:ious stones and metals, 
or plastered with frescoes and portraits 
of the martyrs, saints, patriots, pro- 
phets, apostles, evangelists, the virgin, 
the holy trinity and the eternal fatiier. 
The frescoes for a complete pictorial 
record of the history of the Christian 
faith. Coated with gold and silver and 
]>rccious stones, oiii! emerald alone in an 
image of the virgin being valued at 
.t."iO,HUO, rich in costly slirine.s, sancti- 
tied by the totnbs of the venerated dead, 
rendered sacred by religious tradition, 
the Church of the Assuiiiiition is well 
calculated lo be the scene of Russian 
corcaiat ions. 

On the occasion of llie coronation 
some three hundred of the clergymen of 
every grade will be present. These will 
aesiat the choristers in the musical part 
of the services. A space between the 
pillars of the church will be occupied by 
a Bcarlet-eovercd pbitform, surroundeil 
by a gilded balusli.ide, aiul witiiin this 
railing is al\viiy.s placed a dais supjiort- 
ing two gorgeous thrones. When their 
Majesties arrive at the door of the cath- 
e<iral tliey will be received by the motro- 
politans of Moacow, Iviell'iind Novgorod, 
who will i)rcHent them with the cross 
and holy water. Alter bowing thrice 
before the altar, their Majesties will as- 
cend the steps and take iheir stand in 
front of the altar with their bjicks to the 
thrones. 

The metropolitan of Novgorod will 
then approach and require the Kmperor 
to read aloud the orthodox creed. This 
flnished, asBisled by high dignitaries and 
the other two metrojiolitans, the C/.ar 
will <lon the imperial mantle, which is 
presented to him on two Buni])tuou8 
ctishinns. This robe is made of cloth of 
gold with abortier of ermine. The (!ziir 
will then bow his bead while one of the 
prelates will utter a prayer. The ICin- 
peror will then receive the crown from 
tbi^ iiietiopiililan of Novgorod; tlien, 
taking hi.s sceptre in the right 
hand anil the globe of the em- 
pire in his left, he will seat 
liimself, the Empress still standing. 
Then the Emperor will kneel and read 
aloud a prayer. This concluded, one ol 
the prelates will make a short address on 
the duties of the office. Then will fol- 
a mass, after which the Imperial couple 
will descend from the dais and will be 
jiroclaitned as among the Lord's 
aiioin ted . 

The Kmperor will then take olF his 
crown and touch with it the forehead of 
the Kmprcas, who will kneel before him 
on u velvet eusbion. After this he will 
platie upon her head her own crown and 
she will also be robeil in an Imperial 
mantle. The leading jirclates with a 
tivigof gold will then siirinkle the fore- 
head, the eyelids, the nostrils, the lips, 
the ears, the bre;ist and the bands of the 
Iviiperor with the consecrated oil ; an- 
other prelate will wipe the parts. Their 
niajestics will then partdke of the com- 
munion, and the ceremony will conclude 
with again kissing the cross, A grand 
fete ivill follow the coronation. On the 
three succeeding (lays, mimcly, May 27, 
'JS and 'i(>, the .liii[)erial pair will receive 
CDiigriitnbitioiis at the l\ii;nilin. On the 
tiiglit of .May -7 '.vill o(;ciir the grand 
ban<iuet, which it is stated will coat $'2,- 
000,000. J>uriiig the same night will 
occur the general illumination, and this 
will bo continued on May 28. 



GOING UP THE NILE. 

The Khaiifa Said to Be Prepared to Bolt if 
He Meets 'W^itli Reverses. 

Lo.NDON, May IG.— The Anglo-Egypt- 
ian expedition up the Nile la proceeding 
without the slightest hitch. The der- 
vishes appear to be temporarily de- 
moralized, though they may be simply 
biding their time, and preparing to strike 
a powerful blow when the right moment 
arrives. The despatch of Indian 
troops to garrison Suakim has 
given greiit satisfaction and con- 
tidence to the inhabitants. The 
Eiryptian troops from Suakim will be 
sent to the iSMle campaign to assist in 
the operations which will be commenced 
in earnest :ilter the great lieat of the 
suninior passes away. When the ad- 
vance begins in the autumn everything 
it is )>(is.sible to tlo to ensure the suc- 
cess of the expedition will have been 
done. Spies report that the Emir of 
Dongola has appealed to the Khalifa for 
reinforcements, declaring that he is un- 
able to oppose the Egyptian troops with 
the present force at his disposal. The 
Khalifa, it is added, has sent reinforce- 
ments to Dongola from Berber; but be 
is said to bo afraid to diai)atcli 
tr(iu))S from Omdtirman and to 
1h! anxifutsly awaiting the Pairain 
festival. l.lpon that occasitni be 
exjiects crowds of .Xralis to pour into 
Omdurnian and proposes to take adviin- 
tage of this to reinforce the frontier 
riosta from their ranks. Finally, it is 
rumored that the Khalifa is prepared on 
t!ie first serious reverse to bolt for the 
Central Soudan.

Mo.S'TKEAL, May 16.— (Special)— Sir 
Charles Tupper's meeting surpassed 
anything of the kind witnessed for years 
in the commercial metropolis of Canada. 

It equalled, if it did not surpass, the 
i:re;U denuinstrations of former years in 
luinur of the gri!at chieftain. Sir John A. 
-Macdonald, iind was a spontaneous out- 
burst of popular enthusiasm. The de- 
monstration completely discounted all 
the Liberal calculations, and compared 
with it Mr. Laurier's demonstration ,va8 
utterly insignificant. While the crowd 
that couijjosed the Liberal turn-out 
was largely composed of boys and 
non-voters, last night's L'tiUiering 
was made up of the briiins and the 
sinew ol the metropolis. Thousands of 
workingmen joined the procession. 
Twenty-five thousand is a moderate es- 
timate of the number, of people who 
turned out to do honor to the Conserva- 
tive chieftain. The Premier was received 
with enthusiastic cheers as he com- 
menced to speak. He had not proceeded 
far, however, when it became (ivident 
that a small crowd, iireaiiinably of Lib- 
erals, intended to make a systematic at- 
tempt to jjrevent him being heard. The 
interruj)tion, however, failed to move 
the veteran leader. He remained per- 
fectly cool and collected, and proceeded 
witli his apeecii despite the noise made 
by a small section of the audience. 

The Star, Independent, says : " The 
Liberal party will not be the gainer be- 
cause of the obstruction oll'ered to Sir 
Charles Tupper last night. Wliile no 
one would imagine the leaders of the op- 
position to be guilty ol such stupid tac- 
tics, those WUO were guilty did not 
assist the cause they apparently hoped 
to serve. When Mr. Laurier appeared 
at Solimer Park at the opening of the 
campaign, he was met with no 
such obntructivo tactics. He was 
given a fair hearing, as were all who 
spoke with him, but the gag was applied 
to the Premier last night with titcer dis- 
regard to the ])rinciples of fair play. 
Obstruction is not argument, however, 
and nothing is gained by creating the 
impression that one iiarty is afraid to 
permit the leader of the other to be 
iietird. Free speech is one of the rights 
of this people, and interference with it 
will be resented."

a further term of one year':) imprison- 
ment, and at the oxiiiration of the term 
of a year you shall bo banished from this 
republic lor the term of three years, the 
conlirmation of banishment to be left in 
the hands of the executive according to 
law." 

A dispatch from Johannesburg, dated 
May 0, said the sentences of the so-call- 
ed reformers (Uitlanders), would be re- 
duced. The Standard and Diggers News 
claims to have authority for announcing 
a small fine and imprisonment. It was 
also announced in the Johannesburg 
newspaper that the sentence of banish- 
ment .would be waived.

ROSSLANO. 

(From the Prospoetor.)

Tliey have 2,000 liorse powt"' from the 
river and only one thousand horse power 
ih required for the pumping, and the re- 
mainder they intend to use for electrical 
wui ks to transmit the power to the Trail 
Creek mines.

About 
ifoOO worth of work has been done on the 
claim. 

Alurphy creek is liable to lie taken 
during this siiinnier. Murphy creek 
f ills into the Columbia about lour miles 
aoove Trail. As a rule the surface show- 
ings on Murphy creek are big, some of 
them forty and fifty feet in width, with 
the usual iron cappia;; found in the 
Trail creek camp; and in dU cases the 
character of the ore improves as greater 
depth is reached. So strong is the con- 
fidence of the holders of claims in 
Murphy creek in the '-alue of the pro- 
perty that all spoken to express their 
intention of doing assessment work as 
soon as possible. 

C. \V. Ualliihan, an English mining 
expert representing the parties who have 
a bond on the lA'adwood, is expected in 
Ro?slanil. He says that much British 
cajiital is lying idle through the insecur- 
iry of Transvaal and .-Vustralian invest- 
ments, and tiu believes that much of this 
will seek employment in British Col- 
umbia.

DISASrilOlJ.S CYCLUXIO. 

Two Texas Towns Seriously Damaged by 
the Gale. 

Kciitr \\'oi;Tn , ^lay 111. — .\ special to 
the Gazette from .Sherman, Texas, says; 
" .\ most disastruus I'vchjne struck .Sher- 
man at -1 o'cloidi yesterday afternoon, 
wiping out the entire western end of the 
town. The loss of life is api)alling. The 
dead are estimated at about sixty. This 
is a very conservative estimated Many 
more are fatalljr or seriously injured. 
No accurate estimate can yet be placed 
on the loss of life and property. The 
negro part of the town suffered most 
severely. There are proliably thirty 
negroes killed. The cyclone also struck 
the town <jf Gribble .Springs, eight miles 
north of Denton, four persons being 
killed and live others so badly wounded 
that thoy cimnot live. The jjroperty 
damage is great." 

The results of the terrible cyclone 
which swept through tlray's Hill and 
Fairview additions to Sherman at 4 p. m. 
yesterday aro not complete. The list of 
dead up to noon to-day included 78. At 
least a dozen are expected to die before 
night. It ia estimated that twenty or 
thirty bodies are yet unrecovered, but 
several hundred men are searching the 
fields, digging np the debris and drag- 
ging the creeks. Six more bodies, 
four (lead and two alive, were 
recovered tliia morning. The total of 
dead will reach 120, hut tliiMvoiinded will 
aggregate lOO. The jjeople of the city 
are responding generously to calls for 
help from the destitute and homeless 
people. Over ^0,000 have been raised 
so far. Areliuf committee was appointed 
at a maaa meeting of the citizens last 
niglit and will take charge of the funds 
raised for the unfortunates.

BACK ¥liO},[ KOOTENAY. 

Mr. Kirk Finds Vast Improvement In the 
Slocan and Rossland Districts Since 
His Last Visit. 

Mr. G. Kirk, who has just returned 
from a tri|) to the niining districts of the 
Kootenay country, notes many signs of 
progress and advancement since his last 
visit there in the fall. At Nelson busi- 
ness is brisk and the town lively. A 
number of new houses were goin.g up, 
and the town is growing fast. At the 
Poorman mine the mill was jast getting 
ready to start (May 1), and considemble 
assessment work was beine done on 
claims in the vicinity. The Hall mines 
smelter was working full blast, and it is 
intended to put in a second tramway to 
convey the ore from the mine to the 
smelter. Mr. Kirk spent a night at 
Pilot Bay, where the smelter was work- 
ing full time. From Nelson Mr. Kirk 
went to Trail and took a look at the 
Nest fCtrg mine, which is spoken of 
very highly. The legal diflicultios 
are now in a fair way to settlement and 
will all be adjusted in a very few days. 
In any case, the company will come out 
on top. There are two sliatts down on the 
jiropcrty, and in one place the ledge has 
been stripped, showing a vein of splen- 
did ore about two feet wide. From this 
cut a tunnel is to be run to strike the 
bottom of one of the shafts, and that the 
mine will turn otit well is generally 
acknowledged. Tlie Palo Alto was also 
examined by Mr. Kirk, wdio says that 
the reports already published very ac- 
curately describe the mine. The towns 
of Rossland and Trail have grown in a 
womlerful way since he last saw them ; 
houses are going up, new businesses are 
opening and several hotels are being 
erected as speedily as possible to accom- 
modate the people llowing in. There 
are no vacant houses, eticli one as soon 
as built finding a tenant. The Trail 
smelter is running in fine shape, turning 
out matte steadilv. One thing Mr. Kirk 
noticed was that the price of mining 
shares in nearly every case were higher 
right on the spot than here in Victoria. 

H. M. S. iMi'EriiEUHK, the new flagship 
of the North Pacific sipiadron, is, accord- 
ing to a cable received yesterday, to 
leave Coqniinbo for the north to-day, 
cancelling her call and projecteil stay at 
Panama iiiul merely toiudiing at .-Vca- 
piilco.

Weyler's Proclamation Calling for Supplies 
—Recent Skirmishes— Insurgent 

Dissensions. 

Havana, Jhiy 10. — Capt.-Oen. A\'eyler 
has issued a proclamation giving the 
country people twenty days in which to 
deposit in the government centres all 
the corn procurable in the provinces of 
Pinar del Rio, Havana and Matanzas. 
The owner of the corn must carry or 
transport it to the villages nearest to 
which are detachments of Spanish 
troops. If the country people are unable 
to transport the corn themselves, they 
will be furnished the necessary veiiiclea, 
and the military authorities at the col- 
lecting centres have been authorized to 
ptiridiaso the corn at the market price or 
receive it on deposit. .Vt the expiration 
of the twenty days all the corn not so 
deposited or so purchiised by the mili- 
tary authorities will be considered con- 
traband of war, and the owners of it will 
be punished as criminals. 

It is slated here that Maximo Gomez 
is still with his main force in the dis- 
trict of Santo Domingo, province of 
Santa Clara, although the insurgent 
leader Zayas and a strong body of insur- 
gents are at Sagua la Grande, Matanzas 
province, and the advance guard of 
Gomez' army is west of Siigua la Grande. 
A letter written by (loinez has falliMi 
into the hands of the .'-^iianisb autlnjri- 
tiea. It was addressed to the insurgent 
minister of wiw, Koloff, and asktnl for 
arms and ammunition with which to 
carry on the war in the western part of 
the island, adding that if these supplies 
did not reach him soon the revolution 
would bo in danger. 

The report of the death of Aguirre, 
the insurgent Itader, has not been con- 
firmed. 

Daring the recent skirmishes in the 
province of Havana and Pinar del Kio, 
the insurgents have lost thirteen killed, 
and the troops captured two prisoners. 
In addition at different points seventeen 
persons have surrendered to the author- 
ities. 

Serious dissensions are said to exist 
between .\ntoiiio .Maceo and (iuiiitiii 
Pjandera. The former is said to be la(dc- 
ing in ollicers, and Baii<lera's forces are 
said to be leaving the mountains of 
Pinar del Kio on account of liunger. It 
is believed an important engagement 
will lie fought along the military line 
idiortly. 'J'lie can.-e of ill-feeling be- 
tween Maceo an.i Bandera in said to be 
the anger of the former because the lat- 
ter nixobevtfil ordi^rs in not allowing tlie 
peaeefui couiitrvinen to (uincentrate in 
the villages. Tlie insurgents recently 
trie<l to gal her a stroiiir force south of 
the military line near Mariel, but were 
(tompelled to retire lo the nioniitains. 
Hetachmenta of Spanish troops are 
starling to occupy the insurgent posi- 
tions. 

The authorities arc engaged in taking 
special measures to meet the exigencies 
of the rai iiy season, lien. Suarez In- 
clnn, after several long coriferences with 
Ca[)t. Oen. Weyler, goes to-night to 
Baiiia Honda to take command of bis 
I'oliinin. (!en, I.esado is also going to 
Pinar del ivio to insjieil tlu^ hor.pitals 
and the sanitary arrangi'inents. Ho has 
been ordered further to examine the ex- 
plosive bullets used by the ii.surgents. 
The authorities express satisfaction at 
the sanitary state of the whole island, 
which is pronounced to be very favor- 
able. They estimate that there is only 
50 per cent, as much of all kinds of sick- 
ness as there was in the last rebellion. 
The mortality in the new hospital of 
Alfonso Trace, in Havana, is 18 per 1,01)0 
inmates, while in the old liospiial tluu-e 
were M deaths from <!very 1,(11)0.

MILLS ON PROVINCIAL RIGHTS. 

If the Hon. David ^lills had a brief 
from the Government tu prove to I'ar- 
liament that tliey have a constitutional 
right to proceed as they have done in 
the matter of the Manitoba schools, be 
could not have done the work more 

faithfully and more effectively than he Mil] 'a speech so as to understand it 
has by the speech which he delivered in 
the House of Commons on March ISth 
of the present year. The greater part of 
that speech is au elaborate and very 
jwnveriul argument proving that in 
biinging the matter before Parliament 
th(i Government had done what was 
cliijtrly its duty. 

The speech must be read as a whole 
to enable one to form a proper estimate 
01 its tendency and its force. A mere 
cursory perusal of it shows that it 
melts and ])roves the aljsurdity 
of tlie ol)jectir>ns wliich tlie Grits have 
so persistently and noisily raised 
against the course pursued by the Gov- 
ernment. For instance, every organ of 
the Opposition, from the Toronto Globe 
down to the Victoria Times, have de- 
nounced the Government in the most 
violent terms for attempting to co(irce 
Manitoba. Mr. Mills proves conclu- 
sively that the men who raised and 
who have kept up the cry of infringe- 
ment of provincial rights and coercion 
are either ignorant or dishonest. Here 
is part of what Mr. Mills says on this 
point, and it is well worthy the atten- 
tion of every elector in tlio Doiuiiiioii of 
Canada : 

No notion hag been more industri- 
ously propogated than this; that any 
legislatioii by the Parliament of Canada 
would be in violation of provincial 
rights. That I think is not the case. 1 
listened to the hon. member for North 
Simcoe (Mr. McCarthy) last evening, 
aud I do not think that in a single in- 
stance did he pretend to say that legis- 
lation here would in any way interfere 
with a provincial right. 1 desire to pre- 
serve the field of provincial rights un- 
impaired. Hut what are these rights? 
Where are they set out? We must look 
at the Constitutional Act, and to our 
I)revioiiB history to ascertain the full 
measure of the.se rights. I liavt; hereto- 
fore endeavored to explain them so tliat 
the pe»|)le iiiighl understand them, and 
so that thev might he jirotected against 
encroaciunents. Put let ine .«ay that I 
am also a Icderali.Ht. There is a union 
of the British N'tn'th .\merican pro- 
vinces, and tlie Parliament of Canada 
has also under the terms of union 
its exclusive functions. The Federal 
Parliament and the Federal Administra- 
tion have their rights, duties and re- 
sponsibilities under the constitution. 
These have been Ijeslowed for general 
and for succial j)uri)OHeH for the peace, 
order and good government of the whole 
country, iiiid are not less entitled to he 
respected than those whicli by the sanii^ 
instriiiuenl are conferrctl upon the pro- 
vinces. 

What ia meant by the doctrine of ])ro- 
viiicial riphts in its true constitutional 
sense? Not rights beyond the law but 
rights in conformity to the law, fairly 
and properlv interpreted. It is this — 
that within the sphere of legislation and 
government assigned to the exclusive 
juriadiistion of the province the principle 
of parliamentary government shall be 
preserved and the responsibility of the 
provincial ministry to the legislature 
and of the legislature to the electorate of

DOMINION POLITICS. 

The following letter addressed to the 
Inland Seiitinul waa refused pablicatioii 
by that paper: 

Tu llie Editor uf the Inland Scnliurl: 

Sin, — Reviewing the speech of the 
Hon. lUr. LiiuritT, from which I made 
extract fiuotiitioiiH in my hiat letter, to 
see whotiier 1 had been guilty of the 
breach of journalistiu etiquette through 
garbling, 1 find my quotudons were ex- 
actly correct, and were compiled so fts to 
impart the exact sunse they were in- 
tended to convey by that iion. j;ciulc- 
man, and that he only spoke liypotheti- 
cally in reference to the petition of the 
Catholic liierarcliy of Canada. Referring 
to that petition his comments were, as 
given in the hint paragraph of my iiuota- 
tion ; but, in order to prove whcttior or 
not the HoiiHu contained tliorein was as 
intendcil by that lion, speaker at the 
time, it wduKI be necewsary to quote ex- 
tensively from tlie same Bpeec-li. To do 
this, it u\)uld occupy a great deal more 
space than wonbl be fair to ask you to 
devote, when it is lenietnberod that Mr. 
Laurier's speech on that occasion occu- 
pies over 27 pages of the Hansard of 
1S98 ; therefore, not wishiii<; to in:U\e too 
deep an ininati on your gciiei-osity, but 
simply to clear awuv the iini>i-eaaiou of 
garbling, and that the livpothetiual was 
only in reference to the petition nn!ii- 
tioned above, 1 must bo allowed to<iuote 
a few more extracts to prove that he, at 
that tune, spoke in condemnation oi tlie 
government H procrastination in dealing' 
with the ^lanitoba pcliool iiueHtnui : 
lurtber. that be spi)k(; in detence ol sep- 
arate H(;lioi)ls and in delciicoof thenjjbls 
ol miiiiirilies educa J ng thc'ir clu Idreii m 
aceunlancc with tbi'ir religiouH bclicl. 

On imge l.;•.^.^ Mr. Laan(;r nava : -Mr. 
there is a sii|)rciiie (taiisideratiDii , the 
supreiiH! insuiratioii- — Laiuubi, Canada 
as a whole, t'aiiada our country, tJaii- 
aila, before ul i ic! i a 11 c nl ler ci insidL'ratinuH 
must yield. Now, sir, L allirin ibis on 
the outset, as J read the coiistilntion of 
this country, as J read the ISritish North 
America act, and tlio .Manitoba act, I 
say that there is within the provis.on of 
the constitution an appeal, given to the 
minority of Manitoba — nay, given to tl le 
minority in all the provinces, to this 
government, whenever they feel op- 
pressed by local legislation in the mat- 
ter of education." Further on Mr. 
Laurier said; "It has l)een stated that 
this doctrine which L now enunciate \» 
not compatible with the doctrine of ])ro- 
vincial rights, of whioh the party to 
which I belong has always been the 
champion." A lengthy oration followed 
in eulogy of the Jaberul priucijilos of 
provincial inde|)eiidencc, in which Mr. 
Laurier said: '"I agree v.-itb Prime 
Minister in this view, that it would have 
been wiser for the Fathers of Ooufcdcra- 
tion to have adopted the .Vincrican 
principle of absolute provincial inde- 
pendence, in the matter of education. 
A BuperviBory power ia given to this 
Rovernment in so far as separate schools 
are concerned," To substantiate thia 
argument, Mr, Laurier (|Uoted section 
SW, subsection of the iiritiah North 
America act, which reads as follows: 

" Where, in any province, a systom of 
separate or dissentient scliools exists by 
law at the union, or is thereafter estab- 
lished by the legislature of the province, 
an a|>|)eal sbiill lie to the governor-in- 
conncil from any net or decision of any 
provincial aiitborily affecting any riglit 
or privilege of I'rotestant or Itoniau 
Catholic minority of the tiueen's sub- 
jects in relation to education." (Pago 
1995.) Mr, Laurier, quoting section 2 of 
the Manitoba act, comparing it to the 
British North Ameriea act of 1867, says : 
" It seeraa to me that this section lias 
iinporled Into the Manitoba act the 
whole of section fl3 of the British North 
America act, and that the jirivile^es 
which are I here guaranteed to the Pro- 
testant iiiiiiorily of (.iiieber are ipso facto 
to be extended as to the IJonian Catho- 
lic minority of Manitoba,"' (page '20015.) 

Mr. f^aurier concluding said: "After 
long delays, shifting of e.xiiedients, snb- 
terfusre, atlast the governiiienl will have 
to pronounce a decision, the population 
will by that time have been excited to 
such a pitch that the condition will be 
scarcely distinguishable from an open 
rebellion to the law, and when that de- 
cision conie.s, whatever it might be, 
great disappointment is sure to result 
and an impressioa will prevail that a 
great injustice has been done to a por- 
tion of Her Majesty's subjects," 

Now, Mr. Editor, in the sense of logic! 
how can anyone reconcile Mr. Laurier's 
utterances of ISIK with that of LS9(j, he 
has, in bis ])lace in i>arliament for the 
past live years, Ijcen upbraiding the gov- 
ernnieiit for their tar(iiiieBS in dealing 
with this (luestioii ; he baf proven in all 
his debates that the governinent was in 
duty bound to interfere; they were in 
duty bound to legislate in behalf ol the 
suffering minority of Manitoba; be has 
pr(jven to the country at large that in 
one of the provinces the minority of Mer 
Majesty's subjects was subjected to a 
great injustice. Now, sir, what do we 
find immediately the government step 
in to do,their duty to grant the relief so 
Strongly urged by that hon, gentleman'.' 
That same gentleman steps down and 
niov(!d a nix iiionths hoist to the mcas- 
uri,' he wailed so long for. 

He said: "If this bill were to become 
law while it will afford no i)rotec,tioii to 
the eiill'ering minority ol Manitoba, it 
would be a most violent wreindi of the 
primdplcs npun wdiicli our constitution 
is bascil." It may be just possible 
that Mr. Laurier "of 1893 is not the 
Mr. Laurier of 1896, tho honored leader 
of the Liberal party. But, if it is one 
and the same person, and we are to 
take his consistency or his utterances of 
1893 on the school question and compare 
with his movements on the same ques- 
tion in the last parliament and apply it 
to his trade policy, it would be hard to 
imagine what it will be in the end. 

In voting for the remedial bill, f con- 
sider Mr. Mara jierformed one of the 
noblest deeds of his parliamentary 
<:areer. It showed that he possessed the 
couriigetodo wliat he considered right 
and just in the face of adverse opinion 
and if Mr. Hostook is the man he is 
eracked up to be I am sure as soon as 
ho is convinced that he is doing wliat is 
right and just, he would do the siinioas 
Mr.. Mara. So let us rally round the 
old flag once more and return our old 
representative with a rousing majority.

HON. E. G. PRIOR'S POSITION. 

To THE Editor: — This talk about 
wlietlier tho Hon. Col. Prior is a Cabinet 
Minister or not is so puerile that really 
it is a pity that intelligent voters can be 
influenced by it. Not that f admit that 
there are any intelligent voters wdio are 
influenced. .Still we have it on all 
hands that our Liberal friends are mak- 
ing converts on this style of argument;

In 
the e.^ereiHe of this privilege the Pre- 
mier's ministers then proceed, either 
with or without cons|iltatioii with the 
other loading members of his party, to 
noiniimte the persons to be appointed to 
the various executive ofhces." 

That Col. Prior is a minister rests 
wholly with the Prime Minister — with 
the acceptance of the Sovereign. Now, 
lias lie been selected as such by tho 
IVime Minister'.'' The palpable answer 
is Yes. Has he been accepted by 
the Sovereign (i.e., the Governor- 
General)? Again the answer is 
Yes. In his mere capacity as cabinet 
minister the premier has no capacity to 
advise the Sovereign at all. This comes 
only by reason of the cabinet minister 
being a privy councilor, and the Premier 
ailvises the .Sovereign. Persons being 
privy conncillors are called to the cab- 
inet council, vote there and the vote 
determines the policy, the Premier 
being the advisor to the Sovereign in all 
matters. 

That Col. Prior ia in the Cabinet is 
proved already, he has the entry there 
and has voted, I will illustrate the voice 
he has along with hia colleagues, and 
the instance is a good one. When per- 
lia|)8 one of the greatest questions that 
ever coneerned England was up for con- 
.'sideration, Lord Melbourne put his back 
to the doors and said: "Now is it to 
lower the price of corn or isn't it'i" It is 
not iiiindi matter wbicli way we 
say, lait mind wc must all say 
///(' siiNit." There have a

Farmers of Saanieh Told That Jjaur- 
ler Will Continue Their Pres- 
ent Protection ! 



Tehiiileman's Latest Invention— He 
and Alclnnos Repudiate Their 
Leader's School Policj'. 



Mr. \V. AV. li. Mclnnes, of Nanaimo, 
the Liberal candidate for the Vancouver 
Island district, addressed a. meeting of 
the electors in the agric.iltural hall, 
Saanichton, last eveniii!^. Mr. lOdwin 
Johns was unanimously called to the 
chair and Mr. John Slnggett ot 
Saanieh also by invitation had a seat 
upon till' phitfoi'in. .Mr. .McriineR wa- 
sn|ipo!teil !)y a party from town coiisi.st- 
of Ills futher, Senator Mclnnes, ami 
Mr. Win. 'Pcinpleinaii and Dr. Milne, 
the eiiiiiliclatcH "in the intorejl of the 
oppo.sit ion " in Victoria. Tlie cliairiiiaii 
called first upon the candidate. 

.Mr. Mclnnes at once atidressed him- 
self to the school (inestion, to which his 
remarks, lasting about an hour, were 
almost esclufiively confined. He told 
how defective the separate schools in 
.Manitoba were, attributing the inel- 
ficiency chielly to the fact that 
there were only priests as teacher?, 
and he asserted that aconsiderable num- 
ber of the men who graduated from 
those schools could not write their own 
names. He denied that the minority' in 
Manitoba leally want separate schools, 
and asserted that it is only the bishops 
wlio an; ask ing to have them restored. 
(Mr. Tem|)leinan— " Hoar, hear.") Tt 
was al)surd, said Mr. Mclnnea, to gaV 
that the Catholics of Manitoba had any 
right to separate scliools by treaty, 
and ill this connection he 
cliargod Arciiliishoji Taclie with 
having perjjetrated a fraud in recently 
briniring forward a copy of what was 
allegeil to be a bill of rights wherein sep- 
arate schools wei-e provitled for. This 
was only " a ghost story " of the Arcli- 
biahop'i', he said, "and like a 
ghost, it was a fraud." (Mr. Temple- 
man — ^"Hear, hear.") He extolled 
Ualton McCarthy for his actions in the 
House of Commons (luring last session, 
and denounced Mr. Haslam for having 
said in the Commons that on this 
remedial bill question he represented 
the views of his conetituenla. As to 
.Mr. Haggart, the otlier Liberal- 
Conservative candidate in the field, 
he had taken "altogether a wrong 
view ol till! case." In eonehision, Mr. 
.Mclnnes announced himself as jierfectly 
independent of party on this school 
issue as, he said, '' I do not intend to 
follow l^aurier or Mi;Cartliy or anyone 

Mr. Win. Templeman, of Victoria, 
was called upon next by the chairman, 
at the request of the candidate. He also 
launched at once upon a discussion of 
the Manitoba school question, declaring 
Mr. Mclnnes' address to have been 
"fully as able, clear and convincing 
as any delivered by Mr. Roihvell 
or Mr. Martin, of Winnipeg, during 
the recent cauipaigii in Victori. ." It 
was intended, he stiid, to light the gen- 
eral elections largely on the schot)! (|iics- 
tionint!ii.s province, and hct lielii'ved 
that tlu; opiio; ition would be very success- 
ful. He felt ciuite sure that Jlr. Mclnnes 
woulrl be elected for Vancouver Island, 
that Tenipleinan and Milne would be 
elected in \'iiaoria, that in Westminstei 
also their party woulii be successful, the 
same as in Uurrard unless the Conserv- 
atives in Vancouver settle their diller- 
ences soon. He considered it 
" possible and probable " also 
that Vale-Cariboo would be carried 
by .Mr. Bostock. Like Mr. Mclnnes, 
^il•. Tcinjdeman cut away from his 
leader on the school (piestion, declaring 
that " I shall vote against any ])arty or 
any leader who will attempt to 
force separate schools n|)on .Manitoba." 
As a saving clause Mr. Templeman 
added that he believed Mr. I/iurier if lu^ 
got into power would be able to " eidtli! 
the sclirjol qneHtion along the line of 
compromise." He did tliiiik, Mr. Teiii- 
pleiiiaii continued, that the boun- 
dary lino oi Victoria district 
should be extended to include 
Saanieh peninsula as asked for 
in a petition recently circulated in 
this neighborhood, as tHe people there 
weiemore conversant with Victoria af- 
fairs than with those of the northern 
[lart of the island. Mr. Tenijileuiaii 
next dealt with agrievain'c wliicli he has 
inainifactnreii for Victoria, declaring tliat 
Col. Prior had at the recent session in- 
troilnced a bill " to gerrymander the 
city of N'ictoria," wbicli he (.Mr. Tem)ilc- 
maii) untruthfully allcgtHl would liave 
disfranclused about lift}- fanners of the 
Lake di.strict whose naincj, he asserted, 
improperly appear on the present li.st for 
Victoria, and fully fotir-liitliH of whom 
he believed voted for him. It was be- 
ciusotliey voted for him, ho alleged, 
that Col. Prior wished their iiaines to 
be left ofl'. (Tlie bill, it may be 
mentioned, had no provision of 
the kind, this statement being 
Mr. Templeman's invention,) " 1 hon- 
estly believe," he contiiiiieil, " that Col. 
Prior by that hill intended to disfran- 
chise the Lake district." In Victoria, 
he asserted, it would have done the 
same, in Victoria West, and he 
charged that the bill was a deliberiite 
attem])t, to take the opposition party at 
a (lisadv,.ntiige, while the Conservatives' 
hiid for weeks b^en at work preparing 
their lists according to the liuw divisions, 

Mr. D. R. Ker (from the body of the 
hall)— I positively deny that, as vice- 
president of the Liberal-OonservKtive 
Association. 

Mr. Templeman thus challengeil 
promptly changed his statement, deelai- ' 
ing now that he verily believed the Con- 
servative club "deliberately went to 
work" to obtain an advantage over his I 
party.

had in his office for four weeks 
before the bill was introduced at Ottawa 
a copy of the map showing the 
jiroposed new suh-divisions, and he had 
taken it upon himself after seeing this 
map to telegraph to Mr, .Martin to op- 
pose the lull in the House.

LIBERALS AND HOME POLITICS. 

The Irish Party Charged With Having 
BeUberately Broken the AlUance 
With Their English Friends. 

London, May 16. — The split between 
the Liberal and Irish members of par- 
liament over tlW education bill which 
gave the government a majority of 'J07, 
has been the leading feature of hotno 
politics during the week. The subject 
is warmly discussed in all the news- 
papers, and the Liberals are verv 
bitter against the Irish for support- 
ing the government, especially us 
the Irish are apparently prepared to 
support the agricultural rating bill if it 
is extendetl to Ireland. The J^iherals in 
their wrath Hiiy the action of the Irish 
members is a severe blow to home rule 
as it has alienated from them the sym- 
pathy of the Xoiiconformists, who, it ia 
alleged, are now convinced that the 
Irish vote is dictated by the priests and 
that tlie cry that home rule means Rome 
rule is again heard in some quarters. The 
Home Rule organs, the Daily News and 
Daily Clironicle, claim to regard the 
situation as very serious, and the former 
j>ubliHhes letters on the subject fron 
leading NoiH;onformists such as Rev. 
J. Guiness Rogers, Rev. Hugh Pricp 
Hughes and Dr. Berry. The first men- 
tioned declares the action of the Irish 
members of parliament anuumted 
(hiuiil ing Home ]?ule |>riiiciples, and 1 lint 
it has postponed Home Rule sine die. 
Rev. Air. iiiigbes writes that llw. Home 
Rule jiarty is the Rome Rule parly, 
adding: "And when it comes to the 
point they will sacrilice Home Rule, 
political gratitude and every other con- 
sideration to the wishes of the jiriests." 

Tlie Speaker to-day relerriiig to 
the split says: "Wo do not wish 
to use hard words to the Irislt 
Home Rulers, who deliberatelv 
broke the alliance with their 
political friends in England ; but it can- 
not be denied that the vote proves that 
they are under the domination of the 
I)riests, and by the vote have jiltn ed 
themselves in an entirely different posi- 
tion in regard to the English partiesand 
this stej) may lead to very momentous 
ccuisequences. " 

lint, on the other hand, it is believed 
in some circles the Irish have become 
convinced they have nothing hut 
promises to expect from Liberals under 
any consideration, and therefore 
they are placing their hojies npon 
the Conservatives, whose iiroposed land 
legislation for Ireland ia undouliteiily 
well intended, and has been well re- 
ceived. According to a statement pub- 
lished, a committee representing the so- 
(uilled Radical party, will shortly issue a 
manifesto, the significant fact being the 
omission from it of all reference to Home 
Hulo. Its energies will be devoted to 
advocating the abolition of the House of 
Lords.
